HOW DIAMOND MINES GUARD 
AGAINST THEFT 


One gathers from an article in the 
Philadelphia Public Ledger, by E. Van 
Lier Ribbink, that a certain provision 
of the Ontario Temperance Act, which 
has been much criticized, has its or'g- 
inal counterpart in the laws of South 
Africa. There the posession of an un 
cut diamond is taken as evidence that 
the diamond has been stolen, and the 
person found with it may be sent to 
prison on no further evidence. In or 
der to prevent the theft of diamonds 
this law was passed at the instance 
of the mine owners. If one were 
walking over the fields and picked up 
a diamond, as might easily happen, it 
would not be a difficult matter to con- 
ceal it, if the penalty for doing so were 
iess stringent, But, as matters stand, 
one runs a grave risk of spending sev 
eral years in one of the hottest jails 
in the world if he should yield to the 
temptation, 

Must Report Discovery 

The person who picked up the stone 
would not be permitted to plead that 
he did not know the diamond was the 
property of anybody in particular, 
even should he find it far from civili- 
zation and on land that had not yet 
Leen settled. The law is clear, One's 
first duty when he finds a diamond is 
tc report the fact to the nearest magis 
trate or police station, giving a detail- 
ed account of the circumstances. If it 
proves that a diafnond mine has been 
accidentally discoved, the stone be- 
longs to the man who owns the land, 
If the land has not yet been settled, 
the stone belongs to the government, 
Of course, in unoccupied territory the 
finder would naturally make applica- 
tion for the land without divulging the 
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mine. However, it is unlikely that one 
would pick up a diamond on any pro- 
perty in South Africa not controlled 
by the De Beers Syndicate. 


The I. D. B.'s. 

Because of the great value and lit- 
tle compass of diamonds, and the sys- 
tm by which they are mined, it woul: 
appear an easy thing for one to steal 
a diamond. There was a time when 
it was a great deal easier than it is 
now, and that was when the famous 
“Act Regulating Illicit Diamond Buy- 
ing” was put on the statuute book, and 
tLe initials 1.D.B. began to have a sig- 
nificance understood in most parts of 
the world. There are more than a few 
millionaires to-day, both in Englan1 
and South Africa, who are said to have 
made their money by receiving stones 
stolen from the mines by natives. 
Some years ago a famous race horse 
owner in England, who had made his 
fortune in South Africa, was more or 
less successfully blackmailed on the 
ground that he had been an I. D. B. 
The profits of these men were fabul- 
ous, since the thieves from whom the ’ 
bought the diamonds were natives w: 
little idea of the value of money. A 
stone worth thousands of pounds was 
often secured for a couple of oxen. 

The Native Workers. 

Illicit diqmond buyers, or fences, 
invaded the diamond fields original- 
ly as peddlers of all kinds of flashy 
rubbish which delighted the taste of 
the Bantu natives, who worked in the 
mines. They would first establish 
jnormal relations as vendors of what 
could be legitimately sold. Later, 
they would make the suggestion ‘on- 


many of the natives ready enough to 
steal if they got the opportunity. The 
chief trick was not to find the stones, 
for stones were being found every day, 
but to get clear of the compound wit! 
them. This was more than a little 
difficult because, when a native goes 
to work in a mine, he is kept practic- 
ally a prisoner for six months, and in 
that time has no intercourse with the 
world outside the stockade. 

Thieves’ Tricks. 

He is as closely watched as a convict 
undergoing life imprisonment, and 
practically his only chance is to carry 
wit’ him the stolen diamond when he 
leaves. Before he is permitted to de- 
part he is searched to the skin. Even 
the possibility of the stones being 
swallowed and carried away in the 
stomach of the native is adequately 
|guarded against. So the thieves had 
|to devise a more feasible, if painful, 
| way in which to carry their loot to the 
joutside, where the I. D. B. would be 
| waiting for them. Some of them have 
} been known to make incisions in their 
Jarmpits and there conceal the stones 
}until the skin grew over them. One 
| Man was caught as he was leaving be- 
jcause he limped, and the kind-hearted 
| physician insisted upon examining his 
\foot. It was festering, and when he 
|probed the sore, his lancet struck 
{something hard, which proved to be a 
diamond. Another native employed 1

LONDON, July 25.—The house of 
commons, after having rejected an 
amendment to the motion removing 
the embargo on the importation of 
Canadian store cattle agreed to the 
original motion without division. 
Canadian cattle up to the present 
have only been admitted into the coun- 
try to be slaughtered at the port of 
entry. The Cabinet and the politi- 
cal parties were so divided on the 
question of removing the embargo 
that the government permitted the 
' house to have a free vote on the ques- 
tion. The vote rejecting the amend- 
;ment was 247 to 171. 

TORONTO, July 25.—Publication of 
the news story that the British house 
of commons by a big majority has car- 
| ried the resolution supporting the 
withdrawal of the embargo against 
Canadian cattle importations is apt to 
be construed as tantamount to the 
actual lifting of the embargo. That 
seems to be a mistake. The resolu- 
tion was merely an expression of optn-| 
jion invited by the government but 
not even necessarily binding the gov- 
ernment to definite action. Undoubt- 
edly, however, a bill carrying into 
effect the expressed opinion of the 
house will be brought down and may 
be expected to pass in its various 
stages through the commons without 
| difficulty, though an equally peace- 
ful passage through the lords is not 
so certain.

FRUIT AND VEGETABLES | 


The July fruit and vegetable report 
of the Fruit Branch of the Dominion 
Department of Agriculture is full of 
matter of importance to growers and 
shippers. Apples on the whole prom- 
ise exceedingly well in Ontario, al- 
though Spy, Baldwin and Greening 
promise to be light. In the other ap- 
ple-growing provinces a crop 25 per 
cent lighter than last year is indicated. 
Peaches and plums promise well in 
Ontario; so, too, do cherries and cur- 
rants, while grapes and raspberries | 
are likely to prove a fairly good crop, | 
but pears appear to be below the aver- | 
age. 

A larger acreage than usual has 
| been sown to onions and one per cent 
less to potatoes. The Prairie Provin- 
|ces, British Columbia, and the Mari- 
time Provinces all show a rather lar- | 
ger increase in the acreage devoted to} 
| potatoes and Quebec shows an increase 
of 6 per cent over last year. In Brit-| 
ish Columbia, peaches, plums and 
prunes promise to be better than the 
average, apricots, raspberries and cur- | 
rants about an average, cherries fair | 
and loganberries light. An increase | 
of the acreage devoted to onions is re- 
ported. | 

Taking Canada as a whole 703,600 
acres are covered by potatoes this year 
compared with 701,912 acres last year, 
being an increase of 1,688 acres.

TRADE, 


The holding of an Imperial Econ- 
omic conference in Britain next year 
has been suggested by Vicsount 
Walter Long, former Colonial Seec- 
retary. His plea, and that of many 
other prominent men Britain, is 
in favor of an intensive effort by 
Britain to cultivate trade with the 
overseas Dominions and colonies, in

analysis of the raw material assets 
of the Empire indicated that it had, or 
could readily develop, adequate pro- 
duction in almost every line, and could 
if necessary, become self-sustaining. |

operation to produce joint strength, 
end to regain vitality lost in the wear- 
ing strain of financing years of fight- 
ing.

PRINCE OF MONACO FOILED — , 
GERMAN PLOT | 

One of the most curious changes of 
government on record from an auto- 
cracy to a republic is recalled by the 
recent death of the Prince of Monaco. | 
As a rule these changes come from the | 
bottom and affect the top. The peo- 
ple grow restless under a despotism | 
and in the end, usually after blood- 
shed, force their sovereign to admit 
them to in the government. 
But in the case of Monaco, the prime 
mover was the Prince. Those who 
resisted were the people, both the pea- 
sant class and the merchants and res- 
ponsible men. It was only as a result | 
of clever propaganda engineered by, 
the Prince’s French friends that his 
people were induced to take enough 
interest in the matter to agree to a 
change. Since then they have takea 
little part in their public affairs and 
have sought to have the Prince carry | 
on as he did before. The change was 
made in 1911 and the reasons behind 
it were explained by the Prince when 
he visited the United States last year. |

A German Plot, 

It was in 1910 that the Prince came | 
to the conclusion that a change in the! 
form of Monaco’s government was ne- | 
cessary. He had learned that the 
military crowd in Berlin had turned) 
longing eyes on the little principality | 
with a view to establishing a Mediter- | 
ranean coaling station there. He dis- | 
covered, with the assistance of his} 
friends in Paris, that when he died} 
it was the intention of the German! 
party to come forward with a candid- 
ate to the vacant throne.

jgrounds. The people of Monaco 
were to be invited to accept the Duke | 
of Urach who would pledge himself

as ever to visitors and that the Mon-| 
agasques would be required to pay no | 
taxes.

| New York betting is illegal, and there- 
fore has to be carried on secretly, 
have no doubt that there is} 
‘much more money bet in New Yory 
than is bet in Ontario. 


Situation in New York. 


Betting could not be carried on to 
any considerable extent if it were not 
for the connivance of the police. It} 
certainly could not be conducted on 
such a scale that the odds are posted 
with each race and published in every 
newspaper that carries betting news. 
For a couple of years horse racing was 
dead in New York because of a law 
which made the directors of the race 
tracks personally responsible for any | 
gambling done on the premises. | 
When this law was in force the tracks | 
shut their gates. When it was repeal-

ed, without the law forbidding bet- | 
ting being repealed, the tracks re-! 
opened and have been enjoying trem- | 
endous prosperity ever since, even| 
though the Jockey Club and the track 
owners did not derive a dollar in re- 
venue from the betting, which amounts 
to hundreds of thousands a day. The 
Jockey Club does not recognize bet- 
ting officially, but it is well known 
that if a man makes a bet with a 
bookmaker and loses and does not pay, 
or if a bookmaker welshes, he finds the 
{numerous private detectives taking a 
curious interest in his affairs, to the 
ffect that he finds it impossible to bet | 
| again, 


Betting on the Nod. 


This is one of the reasons why 
|there are so few losses in the tre- 
|mendous and illicit business of betting 
in the United States. The bookma- 
| kers, from the big operators, who will 
; accept $10,000 on the nod, to the little 
fellow, who takes a two-dollar bet, do 
jnot lose more than two per cent. of 
the money offered them, according to a 
writer in the New York Herald. There 
is an old convention that a gambling 
debt, since it cannot be collected at 
|law, is a debt of honor, and thus must 
{be paid before any other debt. This 
tradition and the activity of the pri- 
vate detectives protect the bookmaker 
from serious loss. Of course the 
| bookmakers and their numerous as- 
sistants, scouts and runners will not 
bet with every stranger who appears. 
But it is easy enough to find someon 
|who knows them and will vouch for 
|the stranger. Once accredited, he can 
| have a credit of thousands of dollars. 
| A not e from Bill Smith to Bill Jones, 
|the track bookmaker, presented by Bil! 
| Thompson, will result in Jones sgying 
|to Thompson, “All right, Mr. Thomp 
| son, as much as you like.” 


The Odds, 


Mr. Thompson picks a horse andj 
|maybe bets $500, Mr. Jones makes 
ja note of the affair. Nobody signs 
lany document; no money changes 
|hands. If Mr. Thompson wins, he 
will leave his address with the book- 
maker, and the next morning will 
receive a cheque for his winnings, 
which may amount to $5,000, or he 
may be paid cash on the spot, and 
this without having visibly risked a 
dollar or ineurred any liability 
whatever. Sometimes it turns out 
that when Mr, Thompson bets he 
loses and does not liquidate, but this 
happens about once in fifty times, 
and the bookmakers are not greatly 
disturbed, since they make the odds, 
and the more they are cheated the

narrower will be the odds they offer. 


These odds, by the way, are never} 
as great as those to be had in the| 


machines. The machine odds _ are 


the odds of public opinion; the book- 


maker odds are those of private 
judgment, as modified by public 
opinion. On tracks where the un- 


lawful bookmakers operate there is 
usually a conference among them in 
the morning and a general elastic 
agreement as to the opening odds, 
this agreement being founded on 
what they believe to be the chances 
of the various horses. After the 
opening odds there are likely to be 
rapid alterations due to the amount 
of money that is being placed on the 
different horses. The more money 
there is bet on a horse, the shorter

Great Winnings 


The greatest odds ever paid on an 
American track were those which 
| rewarded the few backers of Wish- 
jing Ring, at Latonia, on June 17,

| $100 to win a dollar on his horses,

New Irrigation Projects. 


‘Without a dissenting voice farmers 
of the New West Irrigation District, 
east of Retlaw, voted to create the dis- 
trict and take water from the Canada 
Land and Irrigation Co. at a_ cost 
which has been estimated at $45 to 
$50 per acre. The following trustees 
were elected by acclamation: Charles 
W. Gray, Charles Watterberg and 
Percy Love. The area in the district 
will be about 4,700 irrigable acres, and 
every effort is to be put forth to have 
the construction work done this sum- 
mer in order that the water may be 
available for the land next season. 

Five or six thousand acres in the 
Mountain View and Caldwell districts, 
south-west of Cardston, will be 
brought under irrigation within the 
next couple of years without costing 
the government a cent either directly 


or by indirect aid in guaranteeing 
the bonds if the government will only 
give the water rights. This is the 


plan of residents of these districts. 

Rapid progress is being made on the 
construction of the United Irrigation 
project near Cardston.

A summary of the reductions in} 
freight rates provided for by the Do-| 
minion parliament and Dominion rail-| 
way commission has been made by Al-| 
fred Chard, freight supervisor of the | 
provincial government, for the infor- | 


mation of farmers and others. The} 
summary is as follows: 
(1) Reductions on grain to Fort 


William and Port Arthur from points | 
west, meaning practically a ten cent 
per 100 Ibs. reduction from all Alber- 
ta points. | 

(2) Seven and a half (74% per cent.) | 
reduction in Eastern and _ western} 
Canada on basic commodities; namely, | 
forest products, building material, | 
brick, cement, lime and plaster, pota-| 
toes, fertilizers (other than chemic- 
als), ores, pig iron, blooms, billets, 
wire rods and scrap iron.

where above commodities have benefit- 
ted by decreases, not amounting to 
714 per cent. they shal be reduced to 
that point, but if they have been pre 
viously reduced below 714 per cent 
they will remain as they are at pres- 
ent.

The Grant, Smith 
Co. are looking forward to an early 
date when they will be constructing 
the Macleod South Irrigation ditch 
and other projects which are now be- 
ing prepared in Southern Alberta. 
From present indications it is only 
a matter of time until all of Southern 
Alberta’s dry areas will become ir- 
rigated lands. From the government 
blue books there is water enough run- 
ning through Southern Alberta to 
water all the dry farms, which will 
make Southern Alberta a new farm- 
ing district and to which incoming 
settlers are now and will be invited 
to locate on, especially those who have 
had experience on irrigated lands. At 
the present time the land on the 
Macleod South Irrigation Project is 
being visited by many farmers from 
the states to the south of us where 
irrigation is well established an 
where artificial watering has made 
lands that were almost a desert to 
bloom as the rose.
